important to Farmers. 

An eachange asks :—Why do not farmers 
in this district raise more ensilage When 
thirty tons of fodder can be raised to an acre 
it seems poor policy to feed cows $15 hay. 
Silos can be cheaply built in barns. Solid 
floors in bay ; planked around the sides and 
filled in with saw dust ; papered and battened 
outside, and then preas the corn down, and 
cover to prevent freezing. There is no 
necessity of building stone silos. Cows 
wintered on hay cannot be sold for much 
more than the hay could have been sold for 
lust fall. Stock is needed to keep a farm up, 
but they will give more milk with ensilage, 
than with hay and put dollars in the fermer’s 
pockets. It is a change that the exigencies 
of the times demand.

„ TRON ORE DISCOVERIES. 

Especial attention has been paid to the 
__ discovery and mining of iron ore during 
the year, but there is no accurate report 
available at the Bureau of Statistics or 
the Geological Survey Department, of 

the amount mined during 1887-88. 

Throughout the County of Haliburton 

the iron ore deposits extend in abnormal 
delta, and already immense deposits of 
iron ore have been explored and opened 

from Snowden for 50 miles, the belt 
running N. E, in the direction of Ottawa. 
This iron is remarkably pure, and 
especially free from phosphorus,sulphur 
and titanium, which makes it valuable 
for the manufacture of steel. This iron 
field is within 110 miles of Toronto, 
and contains 66 per cent. of metallic 
iehness.

There is little fear 
that iron used in the manufacture of 
steel would turn out either “hot or cold 
short,” as the percentage of phosphorus 
and sulphur in the steel ores of Ontario 
It may not generally be 
known among miners and explorers, so 
it may be as well to state, that the dis- 
coyerer of a metalliferous deposit can 
send a sample to the geological survey 
of Canada, at Ottawa, for analysis, free 
of charge, providing he gives the exact 
location of the spot from whence the 
sample is taken. This information be. 
ing used for the benefit of the geological 
survey department. Referring to 
the Belmont discovery of iron, it may 
be stated that it lies within five miles 
of the C. P. R. and Central Ontario 
railway. 

Miners say there would be no diffi- 
culty in taking out from 300 to 400 
tons daily. ree tons of this ore will 
turn out two tons of pigiron. Another 
good bed of ironstone has been discov- 
ered 40 miles north-east of Lindsay, 
through which a new railway to Ottawa 
runs.
